Cuts in the price of sodas, dopes, 


sundaes and all other soft drinks 
have been noted, yet the drop does 
not equal that taken by sugar since 
<ts high point was reached last year. 


Owners and managers of confec- 


iionery stores hold the cost of labor, 
fruits juices, nuts and ice responsible 
for the failure of confection prices 
10 follow in the footsteps of the sugar 
drops.
